MILLIONS OF MELON#&S. 


Mr. J. M. Brown on the Melon Crop 
spection and Conjecture. 

Meeting Mr. J. M. Brown, general freizht 
agent of the Western and Atlantic road, yes- 
terday, Tur Cowstirerion questioned him on 
the melon outlook for 1884, and asked com- 
perative figures with last season.

“While 
the season for melons has been an admirable 
one, and we have thus far handled many more 
car loads than up to the present date 
in §6188% I ‘am of opinion that the 
supply will be exhausted much sooner than 
ib 1883. Besides the action of western lines 
Mm raising rates on the fruit has turned many 
inelons to the eastern markets which would 
otherwise have gone west. The admirable dis- 
tribution this year, however, will counteract 
any losses sustained by shortness of supply.”
